Beiucr .Returned to "Home JJnes Than 


Had Been Kxpeeled. 


Progress in the return o£ freight 


care to the home lines as of June 1 
was not as favorable as bad been an- 
ticipated, the American Rail-road As- 
sociation's Commission on Car Service 
reports.
